Three days later Mrs. Chin gave 
herconsent to doctors to remove the 
life support Systems sustaining him 
amid to declare him legally dead. 

Recalling the Outrageous 
Sentence given to her Son's killers， 
MIS.、Chin said that she asked the 
Piosecutor on the day of the 

Sentence, “Do Ineed alawyer DoI 
Teed to appear?”She was instructed 


not to be there. 

That evening on the news,， she 
learned of the $3,000 sentence and 
three years probation handed down 
by Judge Charles Kaufman to 
Ronald Ebens and Michael Nitz.

Tong, executive director of the New 
York-based Chinese Cable TV， 
recalled that the commnunity did not 
learn of it until just last November 
when the call went out forhiring, and 
location scouts began checking out 
possible sites for shooting. 

Peter Chow, executive Director 
of the non-profit group Asian Cine 
Vision, which also houses'the cable- 
TV project，remembered how his 
group reacted to the newsS. “[We 
wanted people] to know about ib 
put it into perspective and to help 
them understand what it,was about 
一 the roles, characterT development 
and the script.” 

He cited some areas Which he 
tried to get the community to review-: 
“Analyze the character, is ipositive 
or negative2 Does he fight forjustice 
or take it as avictim? Look at the 
other characters，Chinese or other 
minorities: are they portrayed in the 
flow of the film .as positive oOT 
negative2” 
HOLLYWOOD 

NightsongS， 


For Chow's 


conclusion was Swift and clear: All 
minorities were being presentedin an 
easy-to-do “Hollywood” 
Stereotype. However, because ACV 
was not anxious to impose its 
conclusions on others, ittencouraged 
the_ establishment of a community 
panel to review the production. 

The community submitted a list 
of names of persons which it wanted 
on the panel. Producer Marva Nabili 
and director Tom Fucci, submitted 
yet another list. Final selection of 
members reflected a combination of 
the two lists。， Those which the 
producer and director had selected 
originally Supported the Project， 
“After they read the script，they 
changed their minds,” maintained 
Chow. 

In one case, the changed mind 
resulted in a lawsuit to force ajunior 
high principal to allow filmming at 
his school. He had initially agreed to 
the filming, but changed his mind， 

The group had only three 
meetings with the_ filmmakers，in 
January and February. “Basically， 
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appeared .at the sentencing.Ihe 
defense lied and distorted the facts. 
They told the judge that Vincent 
started the fight and thatthey tried to 
back of 竺 , 

“The judge also ilignored .an 
important psychiatric report which 
recommended lengthy incarceratiof 
for Ebens [the elder of the two men|. 
The judge never had the facts， 
maintained Zia. “If any judge were 
to_ hear the facts，then he would 


.decide the appropriate sentence.” 


Zia also pointed out that in 
Detroit there are high anti-Asian 
feelings. Cars [have]bumper stickers 
reading“Toyota, Datsun，Honda 一 
Pearl Harbor” and “ “Buy 
American,”observed Zia. 
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“People who own Japanese carS 
have to be careful where they drive. 
Some “have had their cars 
vandalized， stoned， their tires 
slashed and have been shot at. In this 
atmosphere,” she said, “you feel 
canutious about being Asian. Its 3 
growing problem not only in Detroit， 
but nationwide.” 

CANADIAN 

Since the formation of -ACJ， 
similar organizations in other cities 
have formed， Demonstrations and 
rallies have taken place in Detroit， 
Chicago，Milwaukee，New York， 
LA and SFE.“The Chinese Canadian 
National Council has also pledged 
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with _ the 
filmmakers，the suggestions which 


out of two meetings 


were given ”were not taken 
seriously,”charged Tong. “We are 
busy people and we Spent endless 
time meeting among ourselves and 
meeting with the flmmakers，But 
When we Saw it was fruitless, we did 
not continue [the meetings].” 
SUGGESTIONS 

During those ”meetings， the 
review panel presented what Tong 
described as “nine Specific 
suggestions.” Most of the 
Tecommendations dealt with script 
changes because of inaccuracies OrT 
insensitive characterizations， The 
panel also_ suggested deletion of 


certain words， Scenes and 
characteristics. The flmmakers 
accepted only ， three of the 
Suggestions. 


The first Suggestion accepted 
focused on what the panel felt to be 
stereotypical portrayals of other 
minorities in the film: a black 
Muslim riding in a bus; an 
undocurmented Hispanic working in 
a garment shop owned by a Jewish 
man; an Italian elevator operator 
who bothered beautiful Vietnamese

its Support, ”said Marisa Chuang， 
ACJs vice president. “IThey Say 
they will be watching internationally 
to see how the case will behandled.” 

The group has also recelived 
Support from many black，white， 
Christian， Jewish ”and labor 
organizations， “TIhis has opened 
many doors for us，whereas before 
people wouldn't listen to us,” Zia 
commented. 

On April 29，ACJ members 
packed the courtroom of Judge 
Charles Kaufman to argue motions 
againstthe validity of the sentence 
given to Ebens and Nitz. On June 2， 
Kaufman upheld his sentence. 

“When ACJ attorney Lisa Chan 
and Imet with Kaufman, he told us 
that he was involved with civil rights 
work in the early 1940s,”recalled 
ACJ president Kin Yee. “He was 
trying to convey to us that he wasnt 
prejudiced. Now TIll let you be the 
judge of that. The first question he 
asked me was，“Do you Speak 
English ?” 

APPEAL 

ACJis currently in the process of 
filing an appeal of Kaufman's ruling 
through _ the Michigan Court of 


Appeals. They have obtained the | 


services of former ”Michigan 
Supreme Court Justice Thomas 上 . 
Brennan to act as a counsel in the 
handling of the appeal. 

Brennan is” regarded as 8a 
Specialist in appeal cases.“ We have 
every intention of fighting the best 
legal battle,”Chuang declared. 

“qSince the Vincent Chin case， 


several judges have announced that 
they re going to be more careful. Im 
Wayne County, the prosecutors w 训 
no_ longer accept plea bargaining 
from murder to manslaughter.” 
Chuang declared that those changes 
have come as a direct result of their 
work on the Chin case， 

The group is also pursuing a 
federal civil rights case through the 
Department of Justice.， The FBI 
earlier conducted a Ppreliminary 
investigation looking into violations 
of Chin's civil rights by Ebens and 
Nitz and is now doing a full 
investigation.， 

NO CHANCES 

Taking ”no chances， AcCJ 
conducted its own investigation， 
getting ， testimony from Several 
WwWitnesses of the Fancy Pants Bar 
Where the fight .between Ebens and 
Chin occurred. Witnesses testified 
that throughout the night，Ebens 
made racist comments to Chin and 
actively tried to start a fight. 

Thetestimony was presentedin a 
150-page report by ACJ attorney 
Lisa Chan to assistant Attorney 
General William Bradford 
Reynolds. Reynolds was So 
impressed with the report，Ssaid 
Chuang, that last week he said that 
theFEBIdidnotdo acompletejob and 


ordered them to escalate their . 


investigation. 


“Many civil rights cases give US 


legal 。 precedence,” ”explained 
Chuang. “Three years ago a black 
musician in Kansas City was chased 
and beaten to death with a baseball 
bat by a white person. ITIhe 
musician s name Was Steve 瑟 arvey， 
and，like Vincent Chin，he was 27 
years old. Harvey's killer was tried 
and acquitted by an all-white jury. 
“The black _ community in 
Kansas City organized and 


pressured the Justice Departmentto | 


investigate the case,”she continued. 
“Harvey's killer was tried by a grand 
jury, and last May, he was Sentenced 
to life in prison.” 
GRAND JURY 
A decision whether to convene 3 
grand jury is expected to be reached 
by the end of the summer, Chuang 
urged Supporters to continue to write 
letters to the Justice Department， 
their congressman and Senators. 
“Its crucial that more letters be 
written.Ihey'"ll pay top priority 让 
they hear from California，Canada 
and other places,，” she stressed.

In Detroit ACJhasraisedmoney 
through sponsoring dinners and 
getting grocery Stores to donate a 
percentage of their profits. She said 
her group is planning to hold an 
JInternational Justice Marathon in 
October and she would like other 
cities to do the Same. 

“Youcan getpledgesby running， 
walking， dancing， skating “or 
whatever. I have two 81-year-old 
grandmothers in Detroit who 
volunteered to rock in their chairs,” 
Chuang declared. 

UNITED 

“AcCJhas been able to put aside 
Past differences to work together. [Its 
not easy,”she admitted,，“but it s a 
necessity! We must work as aunited 
force or we will suffer separately.”

RESOLUTION 

This week Marks coauthored 
Senate Joint Resolution 28，which 
requests the US Justice Department 
to undertake a prompt and thorough 
investigation of any federal civil 
Tights Violations against -Vincent 
Chin. 

“Detroit has a very Small Asian 
community, yet they have been able 
to Spark off an international 
Imovement,” stated Alan Yee，co- 
chair of the local Asian Americans 
for Justice-“[For] the Bay .Area， 
being the largest concentration of 
Asian Americans，it's particularly 
ouUr duty to Show them the largest 
Support.”

Webster Dictionary Revises 
Abbreviation for Japanese

BERKELEY Merriam- 
Webster, Inc., publisher of the New 
Collegiale Dictiomary has finally 


.removed “Jap”as an abbreviation 


for Japan or Japanese. The ninth 
edition， with a 1983 copyright date， 


Dow recognizes“Jpn”or “Jp”asthe 
appropriate abbreviation. 


“Jpn”is included in the list of 


”commonly-used abbreviations，and 


“Jp” is designated as the 

used ”within the 
dictionary on page 40. “Jap”is 
completely _eliminated as an 


abbreviation，and is defined in the 


main vocabulary section as anoun or 
adjective meaning“Japanese,”bnut 
“usually used disparagingly.” 
CONTROVERSY 
A controversy erupted in 1973 
When the eighth edition was first 
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published and Japanese Americans 
descovered that “Jap” (Sans period) 
was defined as an “abbreviation for 
Japan or Japanese” with no 
indication of its pejorative use. Then 
editor Henry Bosley Woolf insisted 
that as an Cppreyviatiom “Jap”was 
notoffensive,eventhough“Jap”as a 
71OU Was“disparaging.” 

“Jap”was unique in the English 
language as the onljy commonly-used 
abbreviation for a nation，language 
Or people which was also a term of 
contempt or derogation for that 
particular group. 

After months of protests from 
Japanese 人 Americans through the 
country， Woolf agreed to 
compromise in the subsequent 1975 
printing by redefining“Jap”in the 
main vocabulary section as anoun 
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Former Employees at Ping s 
Place File Back Wages Claim

SAN FRANCISCO Six 
immigrant restaurant workers filed a 
suit earjlier this month against their 
former employer， Ping's 了 Place 
Chinese restaurant on Clement 
Street，for payment of $73,000 in 
back wages and overtime pay-. 
“This is a common case of 
abusiness ownertaking advantage of 
recently ”arrived ”immigrants,” 
asserted Madge Bello， 3 
SpOokeswoman from the Asian Law 
Caucus (ALC)，which is handling 
the case. Newcomers Services, a SFE 
Chinatown agency, referred the case 
to the ALC in January of 1983. 
BELOW MINIMUM 
Dennis ”Hayashi， the ALC 
attorney assigned to this case, stated 
that the workers 一 four walters,，a3 


kitchen helper and a dishwasher 一 


were all paid farbelow the minimum 
wage of $3.10 an hour in 1980, and 
$3.35 from 1981 until their 
termination in early 1983. 

Hayashi also addedthat “none of 
them Teceived Overtime 
compensation fortheirusual00-hour 
Work Week.” 

Bello described the workers as 
“recent immigrants from Hong 
Kong，speaking very little English. 
all of them are in their mid-30s and 
two of them are women.” 

The ALC spokeswoman also 


informed 天 acsw 玉 est that all of the 
Workers are no longer emiployed by 
the restaurant. The waiters quit their 
jobs in March，when the owners 
refused to pay their back wages. 

The kitchen helper was adyised 
not to return following her vacation 
because She had requested back 
wages. And the dishwasher 
Subsequently quitbecause she feared 
the employer would retaliate against 
her、 

DESPERATE 

The workers told the caucus that 
they took the jobs because they were 
desperate， Bello mentioned that 
two of them worked partrtime， 
receiving “approximately “ $6,000 
each for two years.， IThe others 
received approximately $7,000 per 
year for a 00-hour work week. 

In February，the Concentrated 
Enforcement Program (CEP) of the 
Department of Industrial Relations 
began its own investigation into the 
matter. The agency Uncovered gross 
violations of the state's wage and 
hours laws. The CEP requested that 
the owners of Ping's Place pay the 
workers 6096 ofthetotal wages owed 
them. 

Butherein lies the problem, Bello 
pointed onut. 

“The CEP really doesn't have 
that much power to enforce 
repayment，sSo the owners Simply 
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”usually used disparagingly.” but 
kept“Jap”as an abbreviation for 
use within the dictionary itself. 工 hus， 
Japanese-origin words, such as nisei 
and Sanseli, continued to be labelled 
“(Jap).” 

Numerous suggestions that 
“Jpn”be adopted as the preferred 
abbreviation for Japan or Japanese 
WwWere rejected by Woolf and then 
publisher David R. Replogle on the 
basis that “Jpn”was notin wide use. 
“Merriam's_ entire lexicography is 
founded on the principle of recording 
Usage， not prescribing it” 
maintained Replogle. 

REPLACED 

Organizations using “Jpn” at 
that time included: American 
Standards Association，Library of 
Congress， National Library of 
Medicine，United Nations，US Air 
Force，US Government Printing 
Office and US Olympic Committee. 
Sincle then, “Jpn” has gradually 
replaced “Jap” as the most 
commonly-used ”abbreviation ”im 


“print. 
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The citations for “Jpn ”evidently 
became too numerous for the 
officials at Merriam-Webster to 
ignore. Also,there has beenachange 
in personnel in the intervening years， 
and the new editor Erederick (CC， 
Mish and publisher William 和 A. 
Llewellyn may see things differently 
from thelir predecessors. 

The protests in the 1970s 
followed an earlier campaign 
conducted by Japanese Americans 
in the 1950s to _ have dictionary 
publishers indicate the offense 
nature of the noun“Jap.” 

Meost dictionaries of that era 
defined “Jap” as “colloquial,” 
“familiar,” “informal,” “short- 
form,” or “slang” for Japanese. 
Largely due to the pioneering efforts 


to Shosuke Sasaki of Seattle，the 
problem was resolved by the early 1 


1960s 一 or, so it had seemed.

She also mentioned 
that the ALC has never had any 
complaints filed against Ping's Place 
before. 

EasMWIest contacted Pings 
Place and was told by one of the 
owners that they did not want to 
make any comments on the issue at 
this time.

Long ago _ the Chinese used -the 
character “leaf”for “page.”A leaf or a 
petal sounds logical enough for a page, 
Since the present character has the 
same sound with “leaf,”we feel that 
that was the reason for the switch . 

Got to be on your toes all the time 
when you are studying a language 
with a long tradition. You never know 
when the ancient ancestors made the 
switch on you.

By JEANNIE LOO 开 
SAN FRANCISCO 一 Stephen 
Kokon Hoong Wong doesnzt 
consider his art really Eastern Or 
Westermm，but Some critics have a 
hard time accepting that fact， 
“Western critics sometimes try 
hard to _ see Something Oriental in 
the pictures. They look at the name 
first instead of the picture,”Wong 
Said at his recently opened one- 
person exhibit at the Chinese 
Culture Center in SFE. 
DIFFICULT 
“TI find it a difficult choice to 
eitherlook only atthe Eastor only at 
the West, ”explainedthe Malaysian- 


born Wong who received art 
education in England and the US. 
Because of these conflicts，Wong 
devoted a series of pencil drawnings， 
entitled，“Agony of Change,”to 
eXxpress Some of those feelings. 

The first of six drawings called， 
“The Choice,”which is the largestin: 
the exhibit at approximatelythree by 
three feet，consists of human and 
animal SKkeletons an faces 
intertwined with barbed wire and 
moon-like images in the background. 

Wong Says he got some of his 
ideas for the picture after reading 
Franz “Kafka's “ book， “The 
Metamorphosis,”which depicts the 
Story of aman who slowlyturs into 
an insect. As with the character of 
the book, Wong Says he is agonizing 
OoVer Which state of being he is at- 

In the flyer listing his drawings， 
Wong explains:“I _ have become a 
mixture of the East and the West. 
My thoughts and approach to life 
are Imore akin to what is called 
Western than Eastern. 

“I cannot get rid of either that 
past inheritance Or Imy 
acquisitions. They are both a part of 
me, and though they help me in both 
the East and the West they also 
create in me a feeling of Spiritual 
loneliness not only in my art but in 
life itself.

Ihe price, of course, is right. A 
S0-pound sack costs only $4 to $5， 
while a 25-pound sack costs abonut 
$3. But what attracts people to 
Aoyama's stall is this liberal policy 
of exchanging bad oranges in a Sack 
for good ones. Customers can often 
be seen squatting in front of his 
stall，diligently Sorting through the 
100 or more oranges in a Sack and 
picking out the rotten ones，. 

Occasionally Aoyama may get 
exasperated by an overly Ppicky 
customer who complains abonut 
every other orarige. But most of the 
time，he finds his work very 
interesting. “IThe best part [of my 
work] is to get to know the people， 
talk to them and make friends,”said 
the orange _ grower. “Some people 
will ask me questions on how to grow 
things. We have very good relations 
with our customers.”
